THE FIFTH ANNUAL NATIONAL SUNDAY SCHOOL 
CONVENTION 


Famous Town Hall, of Philadelphia, was the meeting 
place of the NSSA Convention, November 2-4, and since 
Philadelphia has been known for its outstanding Sunday 
School activities during the last century, it is felt that it 
was not only an ideal but also the most historic place 

@v the convention could have convened. 

Due to the fact that the special board meetings, pre- 
paratory to the convention, began on November 1, it was 
necessary that your editor be there, and it was a real 
delight to have with me C. W. Conn, Editor of the Lighted 
Pathway, who is a commission member; J. Stewart Brins- 
field, President of Lee College, who conducted a work 
study group on “The Relation of Sunday Schools to 
Foreign Mission’; and J. Duel Free, Comptroller, Lee 
College. Although it was a very busy time for me and all 
the board members throughout the convention, due to the 
numerous special meetings, which at times ran into the 
wee morning hours, it was a great delight to see the 
whole-hearted interest and deep concern manifested by 
ardent Sunday School workers, leaders, and representa- 
tives from various denominations throughout the United 
States and Canada. 

It was also a matter of great encouragement to the 
board members, most of who had been associated with 
the NSSA from its inception, to have new members added 
to it, which gives assurance of additional denominational 
membership. One could not help being profoundly im- 
pressed with the genuine Christian fellowship that was 
demonstrated, not only in our board meetings, but in 
every meeting of the convention itself. There we were, 
representatives of numerous denominations, Pentecostals, 
Holiness, Calvinists, and Armenians, yet all definitely 

i evangelical, and, as evangelicals, manifesting not only 
great concern in old-fashioned revivals, but the promotion 
of revivals through Sunday Schools. 

I am sure our National Youth Director, Lewis Willis; 
state youth directors, E. C. Thomas, of North Carolina, 
and L. E. Painter, of West Virginia, as well as G. W. Lane, 
state overseer of Maryland, Delaware, and Washington, 
D. C.; Rev. James Cross, overseer of Pennsylvania; and 
Rev. Paul Cook, would concur with me in saying that it 
would have been a blessing to anyone interested in Sun- 
day School work to have attended. It may be a matter 
of interest to you for me to say that the NSSA is a branch 
of the National Association of Evangelicals, of which our 
denomination is a member, and I feel that it has been 
not only a privilege but a real advantage to our Sunday 
Schools as a whole for our publication department to have 
held active membership in the NSSA from its beginning. 
The compromising conduct of those preparing the In- 
ternational Sunday School Lessons challenged evangelicals, 
who believe in the fundamental doctrines and teachings 
of the Bible, to prepare their own Sunday School lessons, 
and that is what the NSSA is doing, ever keeping in mind 
the following statement of faith as its guide: 

1. We believe the Bible to be the inspired, the only 
infallible, authoritative Word of God. 

2. We believe that there is one God, eternally existent 
in three persons: Father, Son, and Holy Ghost. 

3. We believe in the deity of Christ, in His sinless life, 
in His miracles, in His vicarious and atoning death through 
His shed blood, in His bodily resurrection, in His ascension 
unto the right hand of the Father, and in His personal 

Qu in power and glory. 

4. We believe that for the salvation of lost and sinful 
man, regeneration by the Holy Spirit is absolutely essential. 

5. We believe in the present ministry of the Holy Spirit, 
by whose indwelling the Christian is enabled to live a godly 
life. 

6. We believe in the resurrection of both the saved and 
the lost: they that are saved unto the resurrection of 
life, and they that are lost unto the resurrection of dam- 
nation. 

7. We believe in the spiritual unity of believers in Christ.

I desire especially to stress this 27th 
verse in part, “Lest ...I myself should 
be a aT. I feel we are facing 
a most crucial hour. In all the history 
of the church, I do not believe it has 
ever met with a darker hour than that 
with which we are now confronted. 
Not only do we see the gathering storm" 
of communism and physical persecu- 
tion, but the powers of hell are arrayed 
against us, “For we wrestle not against 
flesh and blood, but against princi- 
palities....” The powers of darkness 
and spiritual wickedness are endeavor- 
ing to destroy and set at naught the 
minister and his labor of love. 

Despite all that has come or will 
come, the ministry is a noble and holy 
calling, and it is a glorious privilege to 
be associated with Jesus Christ in this 
great work of redemption. Consider 
the momentous importance of a man’s 
calling to the ministry and how he re- 
ceives that call. With the various pro- 
fessions and occupations of the world, 
one may choose between alternatives. 
A person is confronted with the great 

uestion of “What shall I do with my 
life?” The right choice is of major im- 
ortance. One person may choose to 
e a politician; another, a physician 
or a musician. Various interests and 
motives often influence a person in 
his decision. It may be that one is 
influenced by the counsel of a friend, 
social advantage, the possibility of 
financial gain, coveted leadership, or 
some allurement to personal taste. But 
with the minister it is not so. His 
choice is God’s and not his. It comes 
as an imperative summons from the 
Almighty. It is as Paul the apostle 
says: “Necessity is laid upon the called 
one.” 
The call of men to the ministry is 
not always identical. No two men’s 
circumstances are exactly the same. 
Varied are the circumstances and

“settings” through which the voice of 
God determines the vocations or calls 
of men to the ministry. Amos the 
prophet, a poor herdsman, while feed- 
ing the flocks on the thin pastures of 
Tekoa, heard rumors of the dark do- 
ings in the holy places of the land. 
Wealth was breeding evil; injustice 
was rampant; “truth [was] fallen in 
the streets”; and while Amos mused, 
“the fire burned.” Midst the flocks, be- 
neath the loveliness of Oriental skies, 
he heard the voice of God and he saw 
a beckoning hand. For him there was 
no alternate road. “The Lord took me 
as I followed the flock, and the Lord 
said, Go, -prophesy.” 

Amos, moving under the unction and 
anointing of the Holy Ghost, no doubt, 
went into the city of Jerusalem with 
his coarse garments about him. He 
probably didn’t make much of an im- 
pression on the elite, pious, or sophis- 
ticated. Yet, he began to preach. I 
am confident he called sin, sin. He 
denounced sin from the highest to the 
lowest. The priests with their large 
phylacteries upon the sleeves of their 
garments questioned, saying, “Who is 
this man?” When you and I have an 
unction from God, we will preach, 
come what may. You can’t keep a 
God-called man from preaching. He 
will preach whether he has a church 
or not, whether he has a congre- 
gation or not, with a salary or without. 
When you have the call in your heart, 
you cannot remain inactive. 

The yielded minister to God’s per- 
fect will believes in God and relies up- 
on Him, trusting in His all-sufficient 
grace. Consider the great humility 
with which the God-called minister 
enters into this ministry. He feels him- 
self insufficient. His first sermon is 
preached with fear and trembling, 
preceded by prayer and fasting, pos- 
Sibly, throughout the day and night, 
in his preparation for a fifteen-minute 
message. So dependent is the young 
minister on God when he comes to 
the stand that he is whispering a 
prayer, saying, “O God, if anything 
is accomplished, you will have to do 
it.” He delivers his message, and God’s 
glory comes down. Great conviction 
seizes the hearers and the altar fills. 
He drops to his knees behind the 
stand, saying, “O God, if you don’t 
help me, I shall never make it to- 
morrow night.” He feels God’s marvel- 
ous presence close by. The following 
night the Lord meets him again, and 
thereafter he enjoys God’s help until 
he begins to think he is a real suc- 
cess. God blesses his ministry with 
more calls for revivals than he can 
answer. Feeling his self-sufficiency, he 
walks with a strut. The word goes out, 
“Get this man for a revival.” His pop- 
ularity helps to secure for him an 
appointment to a pastorate with a 
large congregation. He is keen and 
alert, does the right thing at the right 
moment, and is a great organizer. 


Certain gestures and actions gain for 
him the desired response. He is able 
to carry the people at will. However, a 
large number of the people are pray- 
ing and are in close fellowship wit 

the Lord, but he is unconscious of this 
He is beginning to feel, “I am the man 
that gets the results; put me any- 
where, I am able to do it.” 

He arises each morning to face a 
busy day, laden with great responsi- 
bilities. The telephone rings; there are 
calls to make; he is going constantly. 
So busy is his day that he does not 
have time to pray, ‘so he just says 
the Lord’s Prayer. At the end of the 
day, the tired and weary minister 
says a little sterotyped prayer. 

He continues this busy life—praised 
by the people, influential in the com- 
munity, a success in the opinion of 
men—yet he is empty of the divine 
glory and of God’s wonderful power. 
A tired, taut, and empty man faces a 
crisis. There is an uprising anda 
division in the pastorate. Some are 
against him; some are for him. The 
tension is great. He begins to question 
the sincerity and integrity of the 
congregation. Deep in his subconscious 
mind there is an argument going on. 
He is almost afraid to put it into 
actual, literal thought. Ofttimes h 
seems to say, “Where is the Lord Go 
Almighty?” There is a great possibility 
of his going down, giving up, and 
disappointing himself and others, be- 
cause he has lost his balance. 

Now let us consider a peril which 
is more commonly evident than the 
one I have just pointed out. It is one 
with which the layman, as well as the 
minister, is well acquainted ere he 
begins his ministerial work. It is the 
perilous gravitation of this world. 
It is about us like malaria, and we 
may become susceptible to its con- 
tagion. One of the deepest charac- 
teristics of worldliness is an unlawful 
spirit to compromise. It calls itself 
many agreeable names, such as, “Ex- 
pediency,” “Tactfulness,” “Diplomacy.” 
Sometimes it suggests a closer rela- 
tionship such as geniality, sociability 
and friendship. Despite all of its lovely 
attire, this worldly spirit of com- 
promise is the sacrifice of the stand- 
ard of holiness for the popular stand- 
ard, and the sacrifice of deep con- 
viction to current opinion. The book of 
Ecclesiastes quite well describes what 
I am seeking to express, 


: “Be no 
righteous overmuch—be not overmuc ) » 


wicked.” This kind of moral advic 

glorifies the genius of worldliness. The 
spirit of compromise takes the medium 
line and is neither black nor white. It 
is neither of the midnight nor the 
noonday, but does its work in the grey 
dawn and wears grey habits. It fel-

lowships all sorts of men, nodding» 


acquaintedly to the saint and inti- 
mately recognizing the sinner, at home, 
everywhere. This spirit will seek to 
possess you and to mold the character 
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of your personal life. This spirit of 
seduction will attempt to pollute you, 
to entice you to wear grey habits with 
@D certain influential persons, to talk 
grey in your conversation with them, 
and to relax the standard of holiness. 
We are tempted to leave the noonday 
tide of the holy life and move among 
men with a dark lantern which we 
can manipulate to suit our company, 
to pay tribute to the low business 
standard, to join in laughter with a 
angel jest. In fact, we soften every- 
hing to a comfortable acquiescence. 
e seek to be “all things to all men,” 
to please all. The person who com- 
promises is neither for nor against, 
white nor black, hot nor cold. He is 
really nothing. To follow the spirit 
of worldly compromising is to follow 
the road to deadly ruin and degen- 
eracy. Beware of the love of carnal 
splendor and the love of the praise of 
men, the temptation to follow the 
showy and the glitter instead of the 
gleam, a desire to covet eloquence in- 
stead of the spirit of power, and more 
concern over the large crowds in- 
stead of redeemed souls. If we are 







snared away from God and the “old 
paths of holiness,” we shall lose the 
quickening power in delivery of the 
gospel message. The vital principles 
preached in the power of the Spirit 
will always bring results. But if we 
turn from the fundamental gospel, 
we shall become ineffective. We may 
be wordy, but we are not mighty. We 
are eloquent, but we do not persuade. 
We are reasonable, but we do not con- 
vince. We teach, but we do not woo. 
We make a “show of power,” but men 
do not move. Men come and go. They 
may be interested or amused, but 
they do not bow at the altar in earnest 
prayer. Without the born-again ex- 
perience, the sanctified life, the bap- 
tism with the Holy Ghost, and the 
proclamation of these great truths, all 
is vain and empty. Our words will be 
only the enticing words of man’s wis- 
dom. “They are not” in demonstration 
of the Spirit and of power. 

Let us, therefore, seek Christ and 
preach Christ without fear or favor 
to all men. In so doing, “we shall reap 
this golden harvest of precious souls, 
if we faint not.”

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What Does Being Sanctified Mean? « 


Friend, the only dependable answer 
is found in the Word of God, so may 
we begin at Jude 1. “Jude the servant 
of Jesus Christ and brother of James, 
to them that are sanctified by God 
the Father, and PRESERVED in Jesus 
Christ, and called.” Then sanctifica- 
tion is a preserver, and means holi- 
ness, consecration, dedication, being 
set apart, and preserved by walking in 
ys light of God’s Word. (See Web- 
ster.) 

We see Jesus as He lifted His eyes 
and voice to the Father in prayer, as 
recorded in John 17:12-20, saying, con- 
cerning His disciples, “While I was 
in the world I kept them in thy 
name... And now come I to thee; and 
these things I speak in the world, that 
they might have my joy fulfilled 
in themselves. I have given them thy 
word; and the world hath hated them, 
BECAUSE THEY ARE NOT OF THE 
WORLD, even as I am not of the 
world. I pray not that thou shouldest 
take them out of the world, but THAT 
THOU SHOULDEST KEEP THEM 
FROM THE EVIL. They are not of the 
world even as I am not of the world. 
Sanctify them through thy truth: thy 
word is truth...And for their sakes I 
sanctify myself, that THEY ALSO 
MIGHT BE SANCTIFIED through the 
truth (sanctified by believing, accept- 
ing, and obeying the Word of God, for 
they were already saved, and different 
from the world). Neither pray I for 
these alone, BUT FOR THEM ALSO 
WHICH SHALL BELIEVE ON ME 
THROUGH THEIR WORD.” 

This prayer was prayed for you, 
too, if you are a Christian and separat- 
ed from the world as the disciples 
were, and this is enough to convince 
anyone that sanctification is a reality. 
Especially notice that Jesus_ said, 
“These are not of the world.” There- 
fore, they were already saved and 
cleaned up from the world; yet the 
Saviour was praying for them to be 
sanctified. 

Many wonder why they needed to 
be sanctified, since they were not of 
the world. Jesus gave the reason in 
verse 13 and 15—to have his joy ful- 
filled in them and to keep them from 
evil. Jesus kept them from the evil 
as long as He was with them in the 
world, but now the hour had come 
for Him to return to His Father in 
glory, so He prayed the Father to 
sanctify them that they might be 
kept from the evil. After a person 
is saved, the devil tries to overpower 
him, but sanctification helps him to 
overcome the devil and all the desire 
to be like the world. 

Think about the precious mother of 
Jesus needing and accepting sancti- 
fication, besides the great apostles 
who accepted it, too. (Read Acts 1:9- 
12.) Then how much more do you and 
I need it today? Paul said, in Eph. 
6:13, “Wherefore take unto you the

whole armor of God, that ye may be 
able to withstand in the evil day.” 
Sanctification is part of that armor, 
and you need it, so why go on with- 
out it any longer? Many are going 
to fail to meet God in peace, because 
they fail to accept the Saviour’s 
prayer concerning sanctification. 
Friend, don’t let that be your case. 
Jesus said, in John 12:35, “Walk while 
ye have the light, lest darkness come 
upon you.” Wouldn’t it be awful for 
your light to become darkened because 
you refuse to believe and accept the 
prayer of the Lord Jesus? 

Some say they are sanctified when 
saved. Is there anyone better than 
the mother of Jesus? or the disciples? 
A thousand times no. According to 
His prayer, they could not have been 
sanctified when saved; besides, many 
of them had followed Him since His 
early ministry. Now His work was 
finished, and He was to return to 
His Father, so He prayed that the 
Father sanctify them. Had they been 
sanctified when saved, Christ would 
not haved prayed this prayer. In Luke 
24:50-53 we find Jesus taking the 
last walk with the disciples, “And he 
led them out as far as to Bethany, 
and he lifted up his hands, and 
blessed them.” This was their second 
experience, which we do not know 
what to call, except what Jesus Him- 
self called it in John 17, for He had 
previously prayed for this to take 
place, and there they were filled with 
great joy as the Saviour had asked the 
Father to do. So, to my mind, this was 
when they were sanctified. 

Notice the Word, “And it came to 
pass WHILE HE BLESSED THEM, he 
was parted from them, and carried 
up into heaven. And they worshiped 
him and returned to Jerusalem WITH 
GREAT JOY; and were continually in 
the temple, praising and blessing God.” 
They were filled with such joy that 
their praises did not stop the whole 
distance of a day’s journey (Acts 1:12), 
nor as for that until the Comforter 
came. If people who claim Christ as 
their Saviour today would accept sanc- 
tification in this manner, wouldn’t we 
have a wonderful world? Praise God 
for sanctification that fills us with 
joy and praises and keeps us from 
evil as long as we are willing to 
follow Jesus and abide in His Word. 
Blessed be His holy name! 

Neither can anyone truthfully say 
that sanctification was for only the 
disciples, for Jesus said in John 17:20, 
“Neither pray I for these alone, BUT 
FOR THEM ALSO WHICH SHALL BE- 
LIEVE ON ME through their word!” 
Then, if you have repented of your 
sins, sanctification is for you, not be- 
cause I say so, but because Christ 
prayed that you might have the ex- 
perience, and if you do not accept it, 
you are saying no to the Lord’s prayer. 
That is your attitude. How long do you 


expect to get by trampling His prayer 
under your feet? Paul said in Heb. 
13:12, ‘Wherefore Jesus also, that he 
might sanctify the people WITH HIS 
OWN BLOOD, suffered without the 
gate.” Will you go on ignoring His 
suffering and bloodshed for your 
sanctification? 

1 Thess. 5:22, 23 tells us exactly how 
to get sanctified and stay sanctified. 
“Abstain from all appearance of evil. 
And the very God of peace sanctify 
you wholly.” Do not wait to feel con-. 
demned; if there is the least bit of 
evil appearance, leave it off. We have 
to do our part before we can expect 
God to do His; that is, repent, live a 
Christlike life; lay aside all worldli- 
ness, SHUN ALL THAT EVEN AP- 
PEARS EVIL, and THE VERY GOD 
OF PEACE SANCTIFY YOU WHOLLY. 
Remember, Jesus said, “These are not 
of the world even as I am not of the 
world. Sanctify them.” Too many are 
not willing to leave off the worldly 
appearance of evil, then wonder why 
God doesn’t bless them as He used 
to. The greatest part of their joy is 
gone. I find it good to ask myself, 
“Would Christ do this or that? and do 
the things that I think He would do 
if He were in my place?” Verse 23 con- 
tinues, I pray God your whole SPIRIT 
and SOUL and BODY be PRESERVED 
BLAMELESS UNTO THE COMING 
OF THE LORD JESUS CHRIST.” 
Then, how can we be blameless, with- 
out being sanctified, after we have 
seen the light? and there is nothing 
except a rebellious heart to keep the 
light from anyone, as it is being 
preached every day. I do not mean 
that there aren’t any Christians who 
are not sanctified, but I do say that 
no one can fully please God without 
accepting sanctification, for that 
would be ignoring the Saviour’s prayer, 
and we know He did not pray in vain. 
A sanctified person will be willing: to 
accept anything he finds in the Word 
of God, regardless of what others say 
or think. Jesus said in John 17:17, 
“Sanctify them through thy truth: 
thy WORD is truth.” Then you say 
sanctification only comes as His Word 
is revealed? 

Another thing, Christ is coming 
back after a sanctified church. I 
want to be in that number, don’t you? 
Eph. 5:26, 27, “That he might SANC- 
TIFY. and cleanse it with the wash- 
ing of water by the word, that he 
might PRESENT IT TO HIMSELF A 
GLORIOUS CHURCH, not having spot, 
or wrinkle, or any such thing, but 
that it should be HOLY and without 
blemish.” Then, we must live pure, 
sanctified, holy, unspotted from this 
world to be qualified for His coming. 
If you are not ready, don’t delay, for @: 
surely His coming is soon. ‘

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THE MEASURE OF A MAN

Phil. 4:8, “Finally, brethren, what- 
soever things are true, whatsoever 
things are honest, whatsoever things 
are just, whatsoever things are pure, 
whatsoever things are lovely, what- 
soever things are of good report; if 
there be any virtue, and if there be 
any praise, think on these things.” 

This text advises us to meditate on 
“these things.” The six virtues men- 
tioned here are the true measure 
of a genuine Christian character. We 
often hear the expression “He’s a real 
fellow,” meaning he is honest, fair, 
truthful, all-round, perfect or ideal. 

If I were to ask you what you think 
of Joseph Stalin or Joe Malick, you 
would likely give me a sarcastic an- 
swer. If I were to ask you what you 
think of President Harry S. Truman, 
you would likely give me a little less 
sarcasm but a> no favorable an- 
swer. Why? It is because in your mind 
you have already applied this measure 
or rule to their individual characters, 
and they have somewhat disappointed 
your estimation of their virtues. First, 
you have, and should have, asked the 
question concerning truth. Are they 
truthful men? You are rewarded or 
disappointed, accordingly. Second, to 
weigh these men’s honesty, you have 
judged by their statements or actions 
(deeds). Third, a man’s just life de- 
pends on his fair dealings with his 
responsibilities and his fellow men. 
Fourth, purity. Upon his moral and 
spiritual cleanliness. Fifth, lowliness; 
his mannerism of doing things or 
handling situations; and harmony in 
transacting business. Sixth, a good re- 
port. A man is judged by the deeds or 
work he does. A good work is not al- 
ways a big work. Great works can 
sometimes be a failure in the sight of 
God. A small work done with sinceri- 
ty, sacrifice, and obedience, may not 
always glorify man, but will glorify 
God if it is a good work. 

Any man can be measured largely 
by this set of rules. Every man should 
be. Any man who will not come up to 
this measure is not a real man. Any 
man who will tell you one thing to 
your face and do the opposite to your 
back is not true, although he may 
stand six feet in physical stature. 
When placed beside this measure, he is 
a pigmy. In our estimation for men of 
important position, we should first see 
if they meet the measure of real man- 
hood. In Phil. 3:17-21 we see that Paul 
the apostle knew that all men would 
not meet this measure. He knew, also, 
that some would, and he exhorted the 
brethren to be followers of the same. 
He taught Christians to apply this 
rule to each individual and to follow, 
accordingly, which, if we will do to- 
day, we can be assured of victory in 
both our religious, Christian endeav- 
or and our national government. 
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CHRISTIANS WARMING BY THE 
DEVIL’S FIRE

John 18:25a, “And Simon Peter stood 
and warmed himself.” 

The world’s greatest hindrance to- 
day is that too many professing Chris- 
tians are warming by the devil’s fire. 
While the devil and all his imps are 
standing around lying, telling jokes, 
cursing, stealing, swearing, and using 
vulgar, profane words, some Christians 
are eavesdropping and peek-a-booing 
on the devil’s “slop can,” their mouths 
running water for the devil’s “booze” 
and trash, when they themselves have 
preached and taught against such rot, 
but, when they are cornered by the 
devil, if lying will help, they qualify 
themselves for the liar’s medal and 
risk their own necks to save them- 
selves. 

As Jesus was being tried, smitten, 
and spit upon, the one who said, “Thou 
art the Christ”; the one who walked 
with Him, talked with Him, stood up 
for Him, now to save himself has de- 
nied his only Lord and Master—sim- 
ply lying, after having such an over- 
whelming experience.

Anything other 
than a clean, holy, sanctified life is 
listed as the devil’s “high-quality, low- 
priced” commodities, which every 
modern-day Jezebel is displaying on 
the devil’s grandstand so the other 
bug-a-boo imps can blink their eyes 
and lust up a streak with carnality, and 
even go as far as to tempt God’s peo- 
ple with his display of devilish doc- 
trines, not to mention the other wives 
he has and homes broken up, simply 
denying the deity of our Redeemer. Let 
us, as Christians, follow Christ so 
closely that when persecution comes 
we proclaim the mighty deliverance 
from sin and its charm. Then, when 
Satan builds a fire under our nose, we 
can put it out with the mighty water 
spoken of in John 4:14.

In the religious circles many are 
trying to get into heaven on the works 
and deeds of grandfather or grand- 
mother, or father or mother. Church 
membership takes its share of coat- 
tail riders to hell because some false 

ophet has substituted church join- 

g for a real heartfelt experience, 
and card signing instead of the 
mourners’ bench or the old-fashioned 
altar, where people would pray until 
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they could feel the glory of God in 
their souls. Then there are many who 
think all they need is a shout and 
they are victoriously filled with the 
power of God, but are rudely awaken- 
ed when the testing time comes and 
they are not rooted and grounded in 
the truth. In Gak 6:4, Paul tells us we 
can rejoice when we see the fruit of 
our labor, or what we have accom- 
plished through Christ. 

Many people talk a good religion, 
and if their works were to measure up 
to their assertions they would surely 
be great workers for the Master. But 
we remember that as Samuel inquired 
of Saul concerning the task the Lord 
had required of him, and Saul replied, 
“I have performed the will of the 
Lord” (1 Sam. 15:13), and tried to 
blame it on the people, the lowing of 
the oxen and bleating of the sheep 
were witnessing against him. Let us 
not forget that only your own experi- 
ence with God will stand at the judg- 
ment bar of God (Phil. 2:12). 

Everyone has the same invitation. 
Many that are bidden and think they 
are righteous will find that they have 
been following a fallacy. In Matt. 24: 
5, Jesus warns His followers that many 
will come in His name and the coat- 
tail riders shall be as religious lead- 
ers, even saying that they are Christ 
Himself, and many will be deceived; 
but those that know God’s Word will 
detect the coat-tail riders and send 
them on their way. 

Prov. 14:12. The logic of some coat- 
tail riders will seem so reasonable that 
many will be deceived by their reason- 
ing power, but at the crucial time will 
prove to be a failure. We need only 
the reality of God’s truth. Many are 
led into fanatical cults that rely upon 
snake handling to prove their religion. 
Nowhere in the Bible can you find a 
scripture to substantiate this snake- 
handling stuff. You say, “But it says 
in Mark 16:18 that they shall take up 
serpents.” That is what it says. Now 
let us find what the meaning of the 
scripture is. The word “take up” 
comes from the same Greek word 
meaning to destroy; also, the word 
“serpent” means not only a snake but 
a subtle, treacherous person. Jesus told 
His disciples to be as harmless as 
doves and as wise as serpents. A snake 


is as dumb as an ox. Hit a rattle- 
snake and he will refuse to run for 
his life, but will stay put until he is 
exterminated. 

In Acts 19:13 we find seven young 
fellows who had a priest for a father, 
and after they saw the great power 
that Paul had they desired the same 
power for themselves. Without seek- 
ing the real source of Paul’s power, 
they tried to obtain the power while 
riding the devil’s coat tail, trying to 
cast the devil out of a man. They met 
with bitter defeat when they com- 
manded the evil spirit in the man to 
come out by the name of the Jesus 
whom Paul preached, not the Jesus 
they knew, but the one Paul knew. 
The evil spirit said, “Jesus we know 
and Paul we know, but who are you*” 
We need to stand on our own with 
Jesus so that when the hour of need 
comes we shall not have to say “tne 
Christ that the preacher knows,” but 
“the Christ I know as my own.” 


In Acts 5:1 we have the story of a 
man and his wife who got aboard the 
devil’s coat tail for a ride to spiritua! 
power and blessings. Others had given 
up everything they had; they were 
perfectly willing, for they knew God 
had more to give them than they 
could even give up for God. After ly- 
ing to the Holy Ghost, both had their 
lives taken from them. You will never 
attain spiritual riches on the devil’s 
coat tail. They come only to those who 
are willing to forsake all for the Mas- 
ter. Peter, James, and John had per- 
haps the greatest catch of fishes they 
had ever taken, plenty of people ready 
to purchase the fishes, a good time Lo 
be had on the money realized from the 
sale; but the Master said to follow 
Him, so they forsook the nets and went 
after the Master.

MACAULAY’S PROPHECY 


More than 100 years ago, Lord Macaulay, the 
great English essayist and historian, wrote 
prophetically of the United States: 

“Your Republic will be pillaged and ravaged 
in the 20th century, just as the Roman Em- 
pire was by the barbarians of the fifth cen- 
tury—with this difference, that the devasta- 
tors of the Roman Empire, the Huns and the 
Vandals, came from abroad, while your bar- 
barians will be the people of your own coun- 
try and the product of your own institutions.” 

Strange, indeed, is the fact that Thomas 
Babington Macaulay, who wrote “The Lays of 
Ancient Rome” and other historical works, 
should have been able to project himself into 
the future and so clearly predict the dangers 
that face the United States today. 

Yet, as we study Macaulay’s prophecy, we 
realize that he may have based it upon a study 
of human nature and the human elements 
that figured so prominently in the fall of 
Rome. 

A study of the degeneration of the Roman 
Empire will reveal the seeds of disaster, and 
these same seeds of trouble are present in this 
nation today. 

Actually, the fall of Rome was not due to the 
invasion by the Huns and Vandals. Their 
coming was but the climax. They simply came 
in for the kill, like vultures swooping down 
upon a dying animal. Rome already contained 
the seeds of her own destruction long before 
the es of the Vandal hordes from the 
1orth. 

History tells how the Roman provinces had 
yeen drained by excessive taxation levied to 
support a huge army and court of political 
lackeys. And it is also told how Rome's first 
policy, upon being attacked by the invading 
barbarians, was to try to appease them by 
allowing them to take over the east coast. 

After they had consolidated their gains on 
the east coast, they moved on to take the 
western part of the empire: 

Our officials in Washington would do well 
to re-read the story of the fall of Ancient 
Rome, once the center of the most powerful 
government on earth. There are lessons to be 
found in that history which apply to our prob- 
lems of today. 

And Lord Macaulay’s prophecy should make 
us all think. Despite the external menace to 
our security that exists in Soviet Russia’s pos- 
session of an A-bomb, our nation’s future is 
very likely more endangered by those inside 
the Government than a foreign foe. 

Our barbarians, those of whom Historian 
Macaulay warned in his prophecy, are those 
who are whittling away our liberties and 
squandering our national wealth without 
knowing what they are doing. 

Gen. Dwight Eisenhower has warned against 
this constant drift toward centralized govern- 
ment and the curtailment of our individual 
liberties. He has pointed out that if this drift 
continues, it will finally result in the laying 
down of more rules and laws, further restrict- 
ing the daily actions of every citizen of this 
nation. 

For several yeafs now, bureaucracy—that is 
government by official decree without author- 
ization by the people or their Congress—has 
been growing in power. It is a gradual ap- 
proach toward totalitarianism. And it is such 
a gradual easy change it comes upon the peo- 
ple almost without their knowing it. 

One reason we are menaced by the “‘barba- 
rians” from within, whom Lord Macaulay re- 
ferred to, is that these “‘barbarians’’ have not 
read history. They need to read the story of 
the fall of Rome and the story of what has 
been happening in England in recent years. 

Perhaps, if the people of this country arouse 
themselves in time, this country does not need 
to suffer the fate predicted by Lord Macaulay. 
—Texas City Sun. 


WOMAN FACING DIVORCE 
DIED IN 10-STORY LEAP 


RICHMOND, Va.—The wife of a tobacco ex- 
ecutive plunged 10 stories to her death, from 
a downtown office building, after, police said, 
she had driven her husband’s automobile over 
a precipice onto railroad tracks the day before. 

The woman, Mrs. Wirt H. Hatcher, 50, hurtled 
into the air from the 10th floor of the Mutual 
Building, in the heart of the city’s financial 
district, and her body landed in an areaway. 
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The police verdict was suicide. 

Mrs. Hatcher, whose husband is a vice-presi- 
dent of the Philip Morris Tobacco Company, 
had been in ill health, and a divorce between 
her and Hatcher was pending, police learned.

McAlister Healing Meetings in Trinidad

The Island of Trinidad, with the 
500,000 souls, has been stirred to the 
very depths of its heart by a mighty 

oving of God’s Spirit in healing and 
evival—-stirred as it has never before 
been stirred. In fact, it was the ex- 
pressed opinion of reporters of all 
three Port-of-Spain newspapers that 
this was the first time in history that 
the Island had ever been moved by a 
revival of religion. 

It was my privilege to attend Dr. 
Charles S. Price’s Vancouver healing 
meetings, probably the greatest revival 
of his ministry. I had never before wit- 
nessed such outstanding healings, and 
[I have never since witnessed anything 
comparable. Yet, I confess, in the 
meetings in Trinidad, with Harvey Mc- 
Alister, I found myself over and over 
and over again saying: “These meet- 
ings are just as outstanding and these 
healings are just as wonderful.” 

The East Indies people in Trinidad, 
Hindus and Moslems, number approxi- 
mately 200,000. The Presbyterians have 
been doing work, most commendable, 
among them for over fifty years. Asked 
to give her appraisal of results of 
Harvey McCAlister’s two weeks’ minis- 
try in Trinidad, Mrs. Verna Jacobson 


said: “These meetings have done more 
to influence the East Indies people in 
Trinidad than all the work among 
them in fifty years.” I, myself, felt the 
same way, and I desired to pass on to 
our folk at home this opinion, but I 
wanted to be sure. I asked several 
East Indies believers their opinions. 
Each expressed himself in accord with 
Missionary Verna Jacobson’s state- 
ment. 

Brother McAlister, after preaching, 
each night would stand praying for 
the sick until 11:30 and midnight. The 
last three nights, however, it became 
an utter impossibility to minister heal- 
ing to the people individually. A most 

ective substitute was adopted—the 
seekers were instructed to put their 
own hands upon their own bodies, 
close their eyes, and have faith in 
the Lord for healing. One prayer was 
offered for all, and, after prayer, ask- 
ing for a show of hands as to how 
many were conscious of healing tak- 
ing place in their bodies, it was diffi- 
cult to see the faces of the people 
because of so many uplifted hands. 

All classes came under the influence 
of the meetings, high and low, rich 
and poor, all seeking “to touch the 


hem of His garment.” There were the 
chief magistrate, second chief magis- 
trate, justices of the peace, and many 
others from their department. The 
owner of the broadcasting station was 
seeking rey not for himself, but 
in the behalf of members of his family 
—actually, Brother McAlister accom- 
panying me in order to broadcast, 
was pressed into conducting a di- 
vine healing service for the bene- 
fit of the broadcasting station’s staff. 
Brother McAlister flew to Granda 
Island for one night, when he 
spoke to a crowd of 2,500 assembled 
in the grandstand of the Queen’s Park 
Race Track. At Granda’s airfield, ad- 
ditional throngs pressed him, pleading 
for healing prayers; more people came, 
still more, until the situation in the 
waiting rooms presented an interfer- 
ence to the normal functioning of 
business. Leaving the building, across 
the road to a small hill, the crowds 
followed, and Brother McAlister, with 
the sufferers kneeling on the grass at 
his feet, others tugging at his clothes, 
offered one prayer for all— and they 
were satisfied. It seemed as though 
all reporters from all three newspa- 
pers, were there to write up the items 
of interest and convinced that God 
was in the midst, returned, but not 
to report. They brought their families 
with them, and all sought the face 
of the Lord. Police, touched by God’s 
Spirit, became worshipers. People of 
all religious faiths and those of no 
church affiliation flowed together, for- 
got their differences, all bowing at 
the feet of Jesus the Nazarene.

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A message by W. R. Steelburg, Gen- 
eral Superintendent of the Assemblies 
of God, at the Third Annual Conven- 
tion of the P.F.N.A. in Memphis, 
Tennessee, October 5, 1950. 

It is very wonderful to be here this 


morning in the presence of the Lord 
and feel His touch upon us and know 


b @:::: He is here. I know of nothing 


more wonderful than to be with God’s 

children, to be in this family, and to 

— the touch of the Spirit upon our 
ves. 

We have only a brief time for our 
devotional period this morning, so I 
shall not be lengthy at all. The breth- 
ren have instructed me that my time 
is limited, but I should like to speak 
to you for a little while, as the Lord 
helps us, on “The Most Vital Element 
in Pentecost.” 

I know there are many, many of 
us who have a thrill deep down in 
our hearts when we hear the word 
“Pentecost.” We have heard many 
messages preached on it, and I am 
sure every message we have heard in 
this convention has been an inspira- 
tion to our hearts. That first night, 
to hear Brother Hornby was a great 
and blessed inspiration. Then yester- 
day morning Brother Wilson, yester- 
day afternoon the great message by 
Brother Paulk, and last night Brother 
Synan, and our hearts have been 

thrilled. I sometimes wonder, however, 
@:: we are assembled from time to time 

in our own churches and in our inter- 
related fellowship services, if we are 
conscious of just what it is that pro- 
duces the benefit and the edification 
and the inspiration, and supplies us 
with the necessary inner satisfaction 
that we desire so much. I am confi- 
dent that if you will examine the 
Scriptures, you will discover that there 
is one single element responsible for 
all this, and that is spirituality. 

Spirituality! There is an old text 
that we have all heard and preached 
from, and rejoiced in, and delighted 
to pass on to others through the years, 
and it is that familiar one in Ephe- 
sians 5:18 where the Word says: “Be 
not drunk with wine, wherein is ex- 
cess; but be filled with the Spirit.” 
I know that our translation does not 
say, as the original says, “Be being 
filled with the Spirit,” but I wish 
sometimes that it did, because it would 
convey to us exactly what God meant 
in that verse. “Be being filled with 
the Spirit!” ; 

Being filled with the Holy Spirit is 
not just an initial experience of an 

entrance of the Spirit into our lives 
@: His capacity as the Baptizer, as 

the Guide, as the Inspirer, as the Stim- 
ulator, as the One who actually gives 
life to every element of our experience 
(for that is what He does). What is 
there that we can accomplish without 
the touch of the Spirit? What is there 
that we can derive in any form of

it? What is there that can give us 
vision, understanding, knowledge, or 
any of these edifying elements, ex- 
cept it be by the quickening of the 
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- it. Bless your heart!

Spirit? So when the Word says to us, 
“Be being filled with the Spirit,” it 
is actually saying to us in so many 
words, “Be constantly subject to the 
domination and the complete control 
of the Spirit, for only through the 
Spirit can we contact God.” 

God’s Word says to us, “God is a 
Spirit, and they that worship Him 
must (underscore it, please), must 
worship Him in spirit and in truth.” If 
there is any one thing that I have 
prayed much that God would help us 
to appreciate and apprehend and un- 
derstand and properly appraise in 
these last days, it is to sense the Spirit. 
For mind, if I dare to say this to you, 
without any thought of reflection, 
there are those among us who, as 
members of our precious fellowship 
in this great Pentecostal movement, 
do not know what it is to apprehend 
and appraise and appreciate the Holy 
Spirit, or the domination, the penetra- 
tion of the Holy Spirit within our lives. 

“Well,” you say, “Brother Steelberg, 
in speaking of spirituality, then, you 
feel that all that we sometimes con- 
sider spirituality is not altogether 
such?” Yes, I must say that, for let 
me remind you of something this 
morning, in a very sincere, a very 
humble, and yet a most concerned 
manner, enthusiasm is not spirituality, 
and sincerity is not spirituality, and 
effervescence is not spirituality. 


You say, “Now wait a minute, Broth- 
er. Are you trying to suppress the 
moving of the Holy Ghost?” Far from 
Anybody who 
knows this poor Swede boy that Jesus 
saved, knows I get enthusiastic, and 
I am an advocate of sincerity, and 
I love to effervesce. I can jump, be- 
lieve it or not. And I can run up and 
down the platform, and swing my 
arms up around my head, and take 
my coat off, and almost do somer- 
saults, if I feel the Spirit of God is, 
first of all, prompting it, and, then, 
perpetuating it. But I have to touch 
the Spirit of God, and have Him touch 
me, before I can enter whole-heartedly 
into that which you and I rejoice 
in as an outward manifestation of 
the Spirit of God. 

Spirituality is not constituted in 
reverence. You can be as reverent as 
you please and yet not be spiritual. 
Spirituality is not necessarily related 
to loyalty, and honesty may not be 
spirituality. Ability, and training, and 
emotionalism may not be spirituality. 
You can have all of these and yet not 
be a spiritual person. 

“Well,” you say to me, “if I have 
all of these, won’t people think I am 
spiritual?” They may, but that will be 
no benefit or blessing to you nor to 
them; for let me say again, it is only 
and solely and wholly through the 
channel of the Spirit that we are 
benefited and blessed and energized 
and strengthened and maintained in 
our spiritual nature. God is very am- 
bitious for us, and His ambitions are 
that we shall be a spiritual people. 

Now, if you will read your Bible cor- 


rectly, you will find, for instance, over 
in the 4th chapter of Ephesians, the 
Holy Ghost prays through the apostle 
Paul, and oh, how the passion of his 
heart is poured out under the unction 
of the Holy Ghost! He prays and cries 
unto God for God’s children, that they 
might, indeed, have something which 
is extraordinary and unusual. And do 
you know for what he is praying? He 
is praying for spiritual fullness. 

There are those who think spiritual 
fullness is an ultra-capacity of the 
unusual in manifestations. Now, God 
will manifest Himself, and the mani- 
festation will be a blessing, but God 
is not entirely anxious for that which, 
is demonstrative on the outside only. 
God is gravely concerned with what 
is going on on the inside. And we, as 
ministers, so often say to folks, “Now, 
you can jump just as —_ as you want, 
shout as loud as you like, and praise 
until the = rafters ring, but be 
sure you walk straight when you 
light.” All of us have said that in 
one way or another to the people, and 
what do we mean when we say that? 
We mean that we must be God- 
occupied. 

When we were boys, on the Fourth 
of July we used to get some fire- 
crackers, and we had what we called 
a punk. It was a piece of some kind of 
composition (perhaps it was sawdust 
with something in it) and it burned 
very slowly. It just smouldered, and 
we would light the firecrackers with 
the punk. Remember that? Well, we 
carried the punk around—the punk 
never did anything; it just had a 
little glow at the end of it. We would 
touch the firecracker with it, and 
there would be an explosion. Let me 
tell you, the punk was important. But 
there are many poms who think of 
the Holy Spirit as the punk! I’m not 
being sacrilegious when I say that. 
I’m just trying to illustrate the point. 
But the Holy Spirit does not only 
want to touch something in you that 
suddenly explodes; He wants to in- 
dwell you. He wants to live at your 
house. He wants to touch all the 
avenues of your nature; and when 
spirituality is added to your enthusi- 
asm, and to your effervescence, and 
your emotionalism, and poe ability, 
and your training, then, like a catalyst 
in the midst of chemical things (that 
do not blend except in the presence 
of the catalyst), it causes all of the 
glorious beauty and reality that God 
is desirous of developing in you to 
come into being. Hallelujah! Oh, I 
pray God that, as Pentecostal people, 
we shall be known for our spirituality. 

That spirituality will find avenues 
of manifestation. Sometimes it will be 
in tears, and sometimes it will be in 
shouts, and sometimes in a praise, 
and sometimes in travail in prayer. 
It will find an avenue of manifesta- 
tion, but it springs from the fountain- 
head of the indwelling of God within 
the very nature of man. Hallelujah! 
Oh, that God might indwell us; that 
He might take possession of us; that 
He might dominate every avenue of 
our beings; and that we might know 
what it is in these latter days to have 
the counterpart of the spiritual things

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yore We Saved to Stu?

Text: “What shall we say then? 
Shall we continue in sin, that grace 
may abound? God forbid. How shall we 
that are dead to sin, live any longer 
therein?” Romans 6:1, 2. 

The epistle to the Romans is thought 
to have been written in the winter 
of 57-58 A. D., from Corinth, by the 
apostle Paul, at the close of his third 
missionary journey. He sent the letter 
to the Romans by a woman named 
Phebe, of Cenchrea, who was sailing 
for Rome. The purpose of this letter 
was to offset the Jewish doctrine that 
Christians must be circumcised and 
— the law of Moses. Man’s justifi- 
cation, however, comes not by the law 
of Moses, but through the blood of 
Jesus Christ. The Jews had the idea 
that if Christ forgives our sins, and we 
are no longer under the law, why not 
continue in sin? “Keep on sinning, 
and let Christ keep on forgiving” was 
their philosophy. This same _ phi- 
losophy is still prevalent in this day 
and age. Many of our larger denomi- 
nations teach this same erroneous doc- 
trine today. They say that we can not 
live free from sin, or that this flesh 
must sin, but the Bible does not set 
forth a doctrine of sinning salvation. 
We can not be the servants of sin 
and the servants of Jesus Christ. We 
must choose one or the other. It is 
not possible to live in sin and please 
Christ, our blessed Redeemer. There 
is enough plain, factual scripture to 
settle this question for anyone who 
is open-hearted enough to receive the 
truth. If we have to sin every day, 
as some teach and practice, then 
Satan is stronger than God, but the 
Scriptures teach us plainly that God 
is all powerful and Christ was mani- 
fested to take away our sin once and 
for all. Here are a few of the scriptures 
that teach us God is omnipotent. “And 
when Abram was ninety years old and 
nine, the Lord appeared to Abram, 
and said unto him, I am the Almighty 
God; walk before me, and be thou 
perfect,” Gen. 17:1. “Yea, before the 
day was I am he; and there is none 
that can deliver out of my hand: I 
will work, and who shall let it?” Isa. 
43:13. “Behold, I am the Lord, the God 
of all flesh: is there any thing too 
hard for me?” Jer. 32:27. “But Jesus 
beheld them, and said unto them, 
With men this is impossible; but with 
pao S all things are possible.” Matt. 


In the words of the text of this mes- 
sage, Paul, writing under the anoint- 
ing of the Holy Spirit of God, says, 
“God forbid that we should continue 
in sin while grace is prevalent.” God 
sent His only begotten Son into the 
world to be manifested that by ac- 
cepting this sacrifice for sin we might 
be cleansed from our sin, and be justi- 
fied in the sight of God. Listen to 
what Paul writes in Romans 5:12, 18- 
21, “Wherefore, as by one man sin 
entered into the world, and death 
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by sin; and so death passed upon all 
men, for that all have sinned. There- 
fore as by the offense of one judg- 
ment came upon all men to condem- 
nation; even so by the righteousness 
of one the free gift came upon all 
men unto justification of life. For as 
by one man’s disobedience many were 
made sinners, so by the obedience of 
one shall many be made righteous. 
Moreover the law entered that the of- 
fence might abound. But where sin 
abounded, grace did much more 
abound: that as sin hath reigned unto 
death, even so might grace reign, 
through righteousness unto eternal 
life by Christ our Lord.” Let us now 
look at God’s attitude toward any- 
one who lives in sin. 1 John 3:4 gives 
us God’s definition of sin. “Whosoever 
committeth sin transgresseth also the 
law: for sin is the transgression of 
the law.” 1 John 3:8 gives us the source 
of our sin. “He that committeth sin is 
of the devil: for the devil sinneth from 
the beginning. For this purpose the 
Son of God was manifested, that he 
might destroy the works of the devil.” 
Now let us look at Gal. 5:19-21 and 
see what God classifies as sin. “Now 
the works of the flesh are manifest, 
which are these; adultery, fornication, 
uncleanness, lasciviousness, idolatry, 
witchcraft, hatred, variance, emula- 
tions, wrath, strife, seditions, heresies, 
envyings, murders, drunkenness, rev- 
ellings, and such like: of the which 
I tell you before as I have also told 
you in time past, that they which do 
ey shall not inherit the kingdom of 

O na 

The apostle John, the writer of the 
Gospel of John, also the book of Reve- 
lation, says, in 1 John 2:1, “My little 
children, these things write I unto 
you, that ye sin not. And if any man 
sin, we have an advocate with the 
Father, Jesus Christ the righteous.” 
Gal. 6:7, 8 says, ‘““Be not deceived; God 
is not mocked: for whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap. For 
he that soweth to his flesh shall of 
the flesh reap corruption; but he that 
soweth to the Spirit shall of the Spirit 
reap life everlasting.” We sin when 
we yield ourselves to the temptations 
which come through the flesh. But 
Gal. 5:16 says, “Walk in the Spirit, 
and ye shall not fulfill the lust of the 
flesh.” “And ye know that he was 
manifested to take away our sins; 
and in him is no sin. Whoso abideth 
in him sinneth not: whosoever sin- 
neth hath not seen him, neither known 
him. Whosoever is born of God doth 
not commit sin: for his seed remain- 
eth in him: and he can not sin, be- 
cause he is born of God,’ 1 John 
3:5, 6, 9. We can not sin, therefore, 
if we live in harmony with the Word 
of God, because there is no sin in God. 

Let us go back now to the sixth 
chapter of Romans and read more of 
what Paul has to say about.this phi- 
losophy of sin. Rom. 6:12-18, “Let not 


sin therefore reign in your mortal 


.body, that ye should obey it in the 


lusts thereof. Neither yield ye your, 
members as instruments of unright- 
eousness unto sin: but yield your- 
selves unto God, as those that are 
alive from the dead, and your mem- 
bers as instruments of righteousness 
unto God. For sin shall not have do- 
minion over you: for ye are not under 
the law, but under grace. What then? 
Shall we sin because we are not under 
the law, but under grace? God forbid 
Know ye not, that to whom ye yjiel 

yourselves servants to obey, his serv- 
ants ye are to whom ye obey; whether 
of sin unto death or of obedience unto 
righteousness? But God be thanked, 
that ye were the servants of sin, but 
ye have obeyed from the heart that 
form of doctrine which was delivered 
you. Being then made free from sin, 
ye became the servants of righteous- 
ness.” 

Friends, if you are in sin today, and 
you think you have to sin, let go and 
let God deliver you. 1 John 1:7, 9 tells 
us, “But if we walk in the light, as 
he is in the light, we have fellowship 
one with another, and the blood of 
Jesus Christ cleanseth us from all sin. 
If we confess our sins, he is faithful 
and just to forgive us our sins, and 
to cleanse us from ail unrighteous- 
ness.” Walk after the Spirit of God, 
dear friends, and you shall not ful- 
fill the desires of the flesh, because 
Rom. 8:1, 2 tells us, ‘There is there- 
fore now no condemnation to them 
which are in Christ Jesus, who walk 
not after the flesh, but after t 


Spirit. For the law of the Spirit - in” 


Christ Jesus hath set me free from 
the law of sin and death.” Turn to God 
today! Enjoy the blessings of God. 
“The fruit of the Spirit is love, joy, 
peace, longsuffering, gentleness, good- 
ness, faith, meekness, temperance: 
against such there is no law. And 
they that are Christ’s have crucified 
the flesh with the affections and lusts. 
If we live in the Spirit, let us also walk 
in the Spirit,” Gal. 5:22-25.

Across the middle of the waist 
there were bars out to this frame- 
work. The old grandmother took it, 
and she said, “Now watch, Sonny.” 
She took hold of the clown’s head 
and turned it over and you could hear 
a whirring sound inside. She kept 


on twisting it over and over until, 
when she let go, the clown went along 
by itself, doing somersaults over and 
over. But he got slower and slower 
until he finally stopped. He had an 
old, inertia motor, as we used to call 
it, inside. You have seen them. You 
run a locomotive along the floor fast 
until you get the thing going inside 
of it, and then it carries it along. 

There are lots of folk with spiritual, 
inertia motors. They have to run pret- 
ty well with a good song service and 
a peppy testimony meeting and then 
a fiery message, and they will actually 
make it’ from Sunday until prayer 
meeting night, if you give them 
enough. Listen! That is not what God 
intended. God intended that the Spir- 
it of the living God, that Holy Third
